Th e sale was scheduled to be held 
at 9 o’clock, but a restraining order, 
secured by A ttorney C. H. Sclnveizer 
for his client, I. J. Rosenberg, Mil­ 
waukee, Wis., a bondholder for $36,- 
000 and mortgagee for $14,000, caus­ 
ed Horne to desist and consult his 
counsel, E. 
C. Higbee.

enjoined Horne from receiving

proceeds from the sale. 
This step 
was taken to protect Rosenberg's in­ 
terest, the order specifying that Judge 
Fruit distribute the proceeds among 
the creditors in a just manner.

inland waterways, as a whole, have 
thus far received scant attention. 
It 
is becoming clear that our streams 
should be considered and conserved 
as great natural resources. 
Works 
designated to control our waterways 
have thus far usually been under­ 
taken for a single purpose, such as 
the improvement of navigation, the 
development of power, the irrigation 
of aird lands, the protection of low 
lands from floods, or to supply water 
for domestic and manufacturing pur­ 
poses. 
While the rights of the peo­ 
ple to these and similar uses of wa­ 
ter must be respected, the time has 
come for merging local projects and 
uses of the inland waters in a com­ 
prehensive plan, designed for the ben­ 
efit of the entire country. 
Such a 
plan should consider and include all 
the uses to which streams may be 
put, and should bring together and 
co-ordinate the points of view of all 
users of water. 
The task involved 
in the full and orderly development 
and control of the river systems of 
the United States is a great one, yet 
it is certainly not too great tor us 
to approach. 
The results which it 
seems to promise are even greater. 
“It is common knowledge that thc 
railroads of the United States are 
no longer able to move crops and 
manufactures rapidly enough to se­ 
cure the prompt transaction of the 
business of the nation, and there is 
small prospect of immediate 
relief. 
Representative railroad men point out 
that the products of the northern in­ 
terior states have doubled 
in 
ten 
years, while the railroad 
facilities 
have increased but one-eighth, and 
there is reason to doubt whether any 
development of the railroads, possible 
in the near future, will suffice to keep 
transportation abreast of production. 
There appears to be but one complete 
remedy—the development of a com­ 
plementary system of transportation 
by water. The present congestion af­ 
fects chiefly the people of the Missis­ 
sippi valley, and they demand :elief. 
When the congestion of whicli they 
complain is relieved, tile whole nation 
will share the good results.”

this 
exclamation John McDowell, a loco­ 
motive fireman of 329 North James 
street, sank back on his seat in an 
engine cab in the 
Chicago 
Great 
Western railway yards. 
Milton O s ­ 
trander, the engineer, ran to him. 
A 
stray bullet had struck the fireman, 
passing 
through 
the 
lungs. 
His 
wound is considered fatal. 
The locomotive was switching cars 
at- the foot of Ohio avenue, where 
the tracks pass under the intercity 
viaduct. 
Neither the engineer 
nor 
fireman heard the report of the shot. 
Ostrander, after doing 
wh^t 
he 
could for the fireman, went to look 
for the course of the bullet. 
At the 
Ohio avenue gate leading into the 
Fowler packing plant’s wagon yard 
he found several men talking. 
Ile 
told them of the shooting of the fire­ 
man and this is what he learned: 
Thomas 
Nugent, a watchman 
at 
the plant, was walking along a switch 
track inside the fence that incloses 
the plant. 
A switch engine was just 
leaving the plant when Nugent saw’ 
a man staggering along beside the 
track. 
“ You’ll have to get out of here,” 
said Nugent. 
The man, who seemed to be under 
the influence of liquor, showed no in­ 
clination to leave, so Nugent seized 
him and started toward the gate. The 
watchman turned his head to see how 
far they were away from the switch 
engine, and as he did so the 
mail 
struck him on the face, knocking him 
down. 
The man ran atong Ohio avenue. 
Ile did not halt at Nugent’s com­ 
mand, and the watchman fired twice 
at him from a 45 caliber revolver. 
The distance from 
where 
Nugent 
fired the shot to where McDowell 
sat in the locomotive cab was almost 
one-fourth of a mile. 
“ I never regretted anything in my 
life as I do this,” said Nugent as he 
walked into No. 2 police station and 
surrendered to

W A S H I N G T O N , D. C , March 18 
— Expert testimony concerning am­ 
munition and guns will be given be­ 
fore the senate committee on milli- 
tary affairs within a few days, per­ 
haps tomorrow. 
This will include a 
report of the results of the micro­ 
scopic examination of the bullets ex­ 
tracted from the walls of houses in 
Brownsville and the cartridges pick­ 
ed up in the streets there. 
From these reports it is expected 
the committee will be able to form 
an opinion as to whether the bullets 
found were fired from guns in the 
hands of negro soldiers or whether 
citizens had obtained army ammuni­ 
tion and fired it from rifles of another 
make. 
This is regarded as by far 
the most important evidence the com­ 
mittee now has in view*. 
The witnesses testifying today were 
Nelson Huron, a sergeant; Otis C. 
West, a private, and John E. Rinncl, 
cook, all of the Twenty-sixth in­ 
fantry, which preceded 
the

troops at Fort Brown. 
Their state­ 
ments dealt largely with the charac­ 
ter of the people of Brownsville and 
the hostility to solders, and threats 
made 
against negro soldiers

Huron testified that

ammunition was bought at a saloon 
in Brownsville, and West, at the aft­ 
ernoon session, testified that he saw

ORD IN ANCE NO. 470- 


An Ordinance to Establish the Office 
of Electrical Inspector in and for 
the City of La Crosse, to Regulate 
and Define the Duties of Such Of­ 
fice and to Establish Rules 
and 
Regulations Concerning the Instal­ 
lation and Maintenance of Electri­ 
cal Wiring and Appliances. 
The common council of the city of 


La Crosse do ordain: 


Section 1. 
The office of electrical 
inspector in and for the city of La' 
Crosse is hereby created and said 
office shall be filled by appointment 
by the mayor, by and with the con­ 
sent of the council within thirty days 
after the passage and publication of 
this ordinance, and said electrical in­ 
spector shall hold office during good 
behavior and shall not be removed 
except for the same reasons and for 
the same causes and in the same man­ 
ner and with the same vote as pro­ 
vided for the removal of city officers 
under the charter of the city of La 
Crosse. 
Said electrical inspector shall 
be a competent electrician having at 
least two years’ training in some rec­ 
ognized college of electrical engineer­ 
ing together with practical experi­ 
ence acquired in the practice of his 
profession or through a course 
in 
what is known as the Underwriters’ 
College of Electrical Inspectors, and 


I he shall be well versed in the rules 
and requirements of 
the 
National 
Electrical code. 
If any person shall 
be appointed to the office of electrical 
inspector and it shall afterwards be 
ascertained that he does not possess 
the requirements above provided for, 
his office may be declared vacant by 
a majority vote of the common coun­ 
cil of the city of La Crosse upon 
such facts being made to appear. Be­ 
fore assuming authority conferred by 
this ordinance the said electrical in­ 
spector shall take the oath usually ad­ 
ministered to other city officials and 
shall give bond to the city of La 
Crosse in the penal sum of One Thou­ 
sand Dollars ($1,000) conditioned for 
the faithful performance of his du­ 
ties. 
Section 2. 
The electrical inspector 
in and for the city of La Crosse shall 
have general supervision over, and 
he is hereby authorized, empowered 
and directed to regulate and deter­ 
mine the placing, stringing and at­ 
taching of all telegraph, telephone, 
electric 
light 
and 
power 
or 
other 
wires in said city, so as to prevent 
fire or accident or injury to persons 
or property or interference with the 
work of the fire department in the 
use of ladders or other apparatus, and 
to cause sucli wires and all electrical 
appliances to be so placed, construct­ 
ed and guarded as not to cause fires 
or accidents or endanger 
life 
or 
property or interfere with the w’ork 
of the fire department. 
Whenever 
in the judgment of said electrical in­ 
spector any electric wires or appli­ 
ances shall be defective by reason of 
improper or insufficient insulation, or 
for any other cause, or when said 
wires shall in the judgment of the 
chief of the fire department consti­ 
tute an interference with the work 
of the fire department, the said elec­ 
trical inspector shall at once notify 
said owner to repair, re-arrange or 
remove the same; and upon said own­ 
er’s failure or refusal so to do within 
a reasonable time the said owner shall 
be deemed guilty of a violation of 
said ordinance and each and every 
day w’hich shall elapse after the ex­ 
piration of said reasonable time un­ 
til the order of said electrical inspect­ 
or is ’fully complied with shall be 
considered a separate offense within 
the intent and meaning of this ordi­ 
nance. 
Section 3. 
The said electrical in­ 
spector shall take charge of all elec­ 
trical devices, tclfphone, 
telegraph, 
police alarm system and fire alarm 
system of the city of La Crosse, and 
shall make a thorough inspection of 
all electrical wires and 
appliances 
within the city of La Crosse at least 
once in each year, and where wires 
or appliances are in dangerous or 
unsafe condition, or are deemed to 
be an interference with the work of 
the fire department, he shall notify 
the person, firm or company owning, 
using or operating them to 
place 
them in a sate ,secure and non-inter­ 
fering .condition. 
Any 
corporation, 
co-partnership, association 
or 
indi­ 
vidual or agent thereof, failing, neg­ 
lecting or refusing within a reason­ 
able time to make the necessary re- 
pairs or changes, and have the neces­ 
sary work completed within a rea­ 
sonable time after the receipt of said 
notice, shall be deemed guilty of vio­ 
lation of this ordinance and every 
day which shall elapse after the ex­ 
piration of said reasonable time, until 
said wires or appliances are repaired, 
removed or changed as required by 
the electrical inspector, shall be con­ 
sidered a separate offense within the 
intent and meaning of this ordinance. 
Section 4. 
It shall be the duty of 
the electrical inspector to so direct 
the placing, stringing and attaching 
of wires upon poles erected in the 
streets and alleys in said city that 
the same shall be as safe as possible 
and cause as little obstruction either 
to travel in the streets, to t^e use 
and enjoyment cif private property, or 
interference with the work of the 
fire department as possible, and to 
compel the joint use of poles wher­ 
ever practicable and safe. 
Section 5. 
The said electrical in 
spector or other competent person 
delegated by him shall have the right 
during reasonable hours to enter any 
building, man-hole or subway, in the 
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pose he shall be given prompt access 
to all buildings, private or public, 
and to all man-holes and subways, on 
application to the company or in­ 
dividual owning or in charge or con­ 
trol of the same. 


Section 6. 
The chief engineer of 
the fire department or said electrical 
inspector, or a 
competent 
person 
delegated by them or either of them, 
shall have the power to at once cause 
the removal of all wires, or the turn­ 
ing off of 
all 
electrical 
currents 
where the circuits interfere with the 
work of the fire department during 
the progress of a fire. 
The said elec­ 
trical inspector is hereby authorized 
and empowered to cause the turning 
off of electrical current from all con­ 
ductors 
or 
apparatus 
which 
are 
deemed by him to be in an unsafe 
condition or which have not been in­ 
stalled iii comformity with the provi­ 
sions of this ordinance. 
No corpora­ 
tion, co-partnership, association or in­ 
dividual or agent thereof shall sup­ 
ply or cause to be supplied, any elec­ 
tric current to 
conductors 
or 
ap­ 
paratus which have been deemed by 
said electrical inspector to be in an 
unsafe condition or which have not 
been installed in conformity with the 
provisions of this ordinance and from 
which the said electrical inspector has 
caused the electric current 
to 
be 
turned off. 


Section 7. 
No alteration or change 
xhall be made in the'wiring or appli­ 
ances in any building, nor shall any 
wires or appliances be installed in 
any building for use in connection 
with electric lights, motors or heat­ 
ing devices, without first 
securing 
from said electrical inspector or com­ 
petent person delegated by him a per­ 
mit therefore, nor shall a change be 
made In any wiring or appliances 
after inspection without notifying the 
said electrical inspector or 
person 
delegated by him and securing a per­ 
mit therefore; except that any cor­ 
poration, co-partnership, 
association 
or individual generating 
electricity 
for their own or public use, and who 
keep constantly employed a compe­ 
tent licensed electrician, may make al­ 
terations or changes in wiring or in­ 
stallation in or about their premises 
without first having 
notified 
said 
electrical inspector, and without se­ 
curing a permit therefore, all of such 
alterations and repairs to be strictly 
in accordance with the provisions of 
this ordinance and with the National 
Code of Underwriters, and shall be 
subject to regular inspection by the 
electrical inspector. 
Section 8. 
Before issuing a per­ 
mit for the installation of any wiring 
or appliances 
or the 
alteration or 
change in any wiring or appliances 
as provided in Section 7, an applica­ 
tion shall be filed with the electrical 
inspector describing such installation 
or the alterations or changes to be 
made, including the appliances and 
material to be used. 
No deviation 
shall be made in the details for wiring 
or appliances as shown by applica­ 
tion. without permission from 
the 
electrical inspector in writing, except 
as provided in Section 7 of this or­ 
dinance. 
Section 9. 
Upon the completion of 
the installation of wires or appliances 
in any building it shall be the duty 
of the company, firm or individual 
doing the same to notify said electri­ 
cal 
inspector 
or competent 
person 
delegated by him, who shall at once 
inspect the same, and if approved by 
him he shall issue a certificate or satis­ 
factory inspection which shall con­ 
tain the date of inspection and an 
outline of the results of such exam­ 
ination, but no certificate 
shall be 
ssued unless all apparatus, wires, etc. 
connected therewith as in strict con- 
ormity with the rules and regula­ 
tions herein set forth; nor shall cur­ 
rent be turned on any wiring or ap­ 
pliances until a certificate of satis- 
actory inspection is issued, except 
as provided in Section 7 of this ordi­ 
nance. 
All electrical construction, all 
material, and all appliances used in 
connection with electrical w’ork, and

paratus shall be in comformity with 
the rules and regulations set down 
iii what is known as the “ National 
Electrical Code,” a copy of which is 
on file in the office of the city clerk 
of the city of La Crosse.

The said electrical in­ 
spector shall keep a full and complete 
record of all work done, permits is­ 
sued, examinations made, or other 
official work performed, as required 
by this ordinance, and shall annually 
make a full and detailed report there­ 
of to the city council.

reward be given to any person fur­ 
nishing information to the game and 
fish commission which will lead to 
the conviction of violators of the law. 
In the case of moose and caribou the 
reward will be $50, for deer $25, and 
for game birds $10. 
This amount will 
be paid for each bird or animal, but 
not more than $250 can be paid to 
any person at one time. 
The bill will be a re-enactment of 
the present game laws with 
some 
amendments and 
corrections. 
The 
date for the expiration of 
hunting 
licenses will be changed from Jan. I 
to Dec. 15. 
The penalties for ship­ 
ping game will be made more severe. 
The bill also will embody the sug- j 
gestion of Senator C. A. Joh nson'of' 
St. Peter making the open season for 
muskrat from Nov. 15 to Auril I, in­ 
stead of Nov. I to May I, as at pre­ 
cut, and also the provision against 
shooting muskrats. 
It is stated that 
hunters shooting muskrats 
in 
the 
spring occasionally shoot dticks at 
the same time, and the provision is 
intended to stop such mistakes. 
Only 
trapping hereafter will be allowed. 
Spearing fish by artificial light also 
will be prohibited iii the bill, and the 
seining of minnows in lakes where 
they have been planted by the game 
and fish commission will be stopped. 
The date for the fishing season on 
Lake Superior will be changed to 
conform with the laws of other states. 
At present Minnesota sportsmen have 
fifteen days less on the lake than the 
sportsmen of other states. 
Authority to arrest violators of the 
law when caught in the act will be 
extended to tile executive agent and 
wardens without warrants.

PLANT TO CORE 
OPIUM HABIT 


W A S H IN G T O N , D. C , March 18. 
—The recent publication in consular 
and trade reports of an account from 
the China Telegraph of the discovery 
of an indigenous plant in the Malay 
peninsula which had successfully cur­ 
ed many Chinese of the opium habit 
caused numerous American inquiries 
for further information about 
this 
plant. 
The following article in the 
London Times from Edward Morell 
Holmes, curator of the Pharmaceuti­ 
cal society of Great 
Britain, 
will, 
therefore, be of interest: 
“Hitherto the name of the plant 
used as a cure for the opium habit in 
the Straits Settlement does not ap­ 
pear to have been made known. Spe­ 
cimens of the plant in dower and fruit 
have been presented to the museum 
of this society by L. Wray, curator 
of the Taiping museum, Perak. 
This 
gentleman, who is a careful botanist, 
has identified the plant as combretuin 
sundaicum, Miquel. 
It accords well 
with Miquel's description, and there 
can be no doubt that it belongs ti 
that species. 
It is a woody climber, 
with opposite leaves, 
in 
size 
and 
shape somewhat resend ing that of 
the pear tree, and bears 
globular 
clusters of small white dowers 
ar­ 
ranged in panicles, the dower being 
followed by a red fruit about an inch 
long, furnished with four longitudinal 
wings. 
“The plant is abundant 
on 
the 
plains around Kuala Lumper, in Sal- 
angore, Malay peninsula. 
The prop­ 
erties of the combretaceae, the nat­ 
ural order to which it belongs, are 
little known. 
Some are used in ma­ 
larial fevers; two are known to pos­ 
sess vermifuge properties, and. one is 
used for poisoning bats, 
As soon as 
a larger quantity of the plant arrives 
the leaves will be subjected to chem­ 
ical analysis ami physiological, inves­ 
tigation. and its actual value or other­ 
wise determined. 
Meanwhile a few- 


preliminary tests applied in the re­ 
search laboratory of the Pharmaceu-. 
tical society to the small quantity 0} 
the leaves available indicate only tfoe 
presence of an astringent principle 
and a coloring matter which do not 
afford a definite proof of the presence 
of any alkaloid or glycoside, although 
the leaves appear to contain some 
substance as yet unknown to chem- 
Ic- 4- - 
ists.
